MUSICAL DIARY 


ERUSALEM has had a vir- 

tual music festival this 
week. We have had with us 
@ guest conductor, three out- 
standing instrumentalists and 
a world-famous composer, 
and in addition, the LP.O. 
efter its successful tour of 
the United States returmed to 
give ite fifth subscription con- 
cert at the Edison on Monday 
night. 

The orchestra showed no 
sign of exhaustion after its 
travels. George Singer pre- 
sented a vivid and graceful 
interpretation of Haydn's 
Symphony No. 85, “La Reine.” 
Dvorak’s frequently - played 
but always appealing “Sym- 
phony from the New World” 
was interpreted in a con- 
trolled manner with the or- 
chestra in top form. 

An exciting event was 
the Israel premiere of Beia 
Bartok’s unfinished concerto 
for viola and _ orchestra. 
strikingly orchestrated by 
Tibor Scerly, commissioned 
by William Primrose, and 
played by the distinguish- 
ea vicla player himself. In 
common with many modern 
composers Bartok at the 
end of his life, simplified his 
style, especially inthe har- 
monies. Sometimes this con- 
certo is reminiscent of an 
Hungarian Rhapsody. There 
are the bold brass settings, 
and rich folklore qualities.

U.S. Musical Life 

Lecturing in Tel Aviv on 
Friday at the Shulamith Con- 
servatoire Hall, Mr. Copland 
analysed the origin and pre- 
sent position of contemporary 
music in the Americas. He 
ridiculed the prevailing point 
of view that all of the world’s 
greatest music has already 
been written, and that_noth- 
ing important can come from 
the Western hemisphere. . Mr. 
Copland explainéd that the 
musical life of the Americas 
is actually extremely _ rich. 
He compared the influences 
of both folklore, and indus- 
trialization on South American 
music, and gave a vivid study 
of Villa-Lobos, the best-known 
South American composer. 
Copland mentioned the in- 
fluence of the 12-tone system, 
whieh is heard wherever 
pupils of Schoenberg have 
settled. bug he stated that 
the: revolutionary epoch of

Concerning musical life in 
North America, Mr. Capland 
stated that truly original 
music only appeared in the 
United States after the first 
world war. 


At this point, Copland 
stressed the comparison with 
musical life in the new State 
of Israel. “I think,” he said. 
“Israel's music is no more 
than five days old. During 
these five wonderful days at 
Zichron Yaacov, I heard all 
that is available of Israel's 
music, in scores or on re- 
cords. All I can say is: It 
has to take time. What is 
surprising to me is the large 
number of composers in Is- 
reel, in relation to the total 
population.” Mo. 
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questions on the subject, which 
may be considered a normal 
part of the intellectual equip- 
ment of any educated Israeli. 


To ensure that the examina- 
tions are corrected impartially, 
the papers are marked by a 
code number, instead of the 
name of the candidate.

Applications for the vacan- 
cies will be publicly announced 
im the official gazette (reshu- 
mot), on notice boards in post 
offices, in the press and on the 
radio. Applications can § he 
made by new candidates and 
also by persons already in the 
Civil Service. The latter, how- 
ever, must have held their pre- 
sent position for one year, to 
prevent undue shifting. Those 
in government service may be 


promoted in grade, without a a 


change in function, merely by 
passing an internal examina- 
tion. Those seeking a promo- 
tion in grade which involves 
a change in function, will, 
however, be required to take 
the competitive examination. 

This applies for administra- 
tive positions of grade “He” or 
higher, up to “Yud-Gimmel.” 
The higher the position, the 
higher the demands.
